Now they can be successfully grown, with very little soil preparation, anywhere 
about your yard, in your garden, or in cultivated fields. They can be as easily 
grown as Roses or any ordinary shrub and in the same places. Those who have 
planted Keith's Cultivated Blueberry bushes now have plenty of berries. It’s easy 
to have them. 

It's no trick at all nowadays to grow and have plenty of big, sweet Blueberries. 
No need trudging through wet, boggy marshes any more. Set Keith’s Ready-to-Bear 
Blueberry bushes and grow your own Blueberries.

How to Plant and Grow Keith’s 
Cultivated Blueberries 


Keith's Cultivated Blueberries are as easily grown as Roses or shrubs. All you 
have to do is to see that the soil is moist, loose, and acid. To accomplish these, we 
suggest the following: Dig a hole 18 inches across (larger for the larger bushes) 
and 16 inches deep, and fill half full with a mixture of one part your soil and two 
parts acid peat, leat mold, marsh soil, or BETTER YET, Keith’s Acid Peat. Humus (see 
below) which we guarantee for our Cultivated Blueberries. Pack this mixture in 
the bottom half of the hole quite firm, then set the bush in on about 3 inches of the 
loose mixture and fill in around the roots and on top of them with the mixture until 
the hole is full. Pack down very firm, then water thoroughly until the whole mix- 
ture of soil from the bottom of the hole to the top is thoroughly soaked with water, 
tain water preferred. DON’T USE WATER WITH LIME IN IT. It will sweeten the 
soil. The soil must be kept acid, and don’t let it become dry, and you can grow 
lots of Blueberries. COMPLETE PLANTING INSTRUCTIONS AND CARE COME 
WITH EACH SHIPMENT. 


Field Culture 


Select a fertile acid soil, such as you would find in a drained Blue- 
berry (Huckleberry) marsh. It must have ample water. Wild Blue- 
berries (Huckleberries), white cedar, leatherleaf, red maple, all indi- 
cate a suitable soil. No matter where located, the soil must be acid 
(4.5 pH) and moist. Low meadow lands are often suitable. Set plants

Set the bushes 4 feet apart (5 ft. better) in the row, spacing 
rows 5 feet apart. Better set at one end of garden or along 
walk or drive, or next to some building where they won't have 
to be disturked for years. Dig the holes 24 inches across, 12 to 
16 inches deep ‘ind fiJ] bottom half with a mixture of 1 part 
top soil and 2 parts Keith's Acid Peat Humus. Leaf mold, soil 
from Huckleberry marsh, may be used if it is not acid enough, 
but we suggest our special Acid Peat Humus.

A drained Blueberry (Huckle- 
berry) marsh would be ideal. Growths of White Cedar, Leather- 
leaf, Red Maple, etc., are indications of a suitable soil. But to 
make sure always have the soil tested for acidity by your 
county agricultural agent. Some soils are found to be too acid 
and this can be corrected by the addition of lime. See your 
county agricultural agent. Low meadow lands are sometimes 
suitable. Set the plants 5 feet in row, spacing rows 8 feet 
apart. Water table should be 30 to 48 inches below surface.

How to Grow Black Raspberries 


Set plants in spring 342 feet apart in rows spaced 5 
feet (garden) to 7 feet (field) apart. Keep ground well 
cultivated or mulched (4 to 6 inches of straw, sawdust, 
etc.) to keep down weeds and grass. Cut out old canes 
as soon as they are through fruiting, take from garden 
and burn. Nip ends off new green shoots in spring when 
they are 18 inches high, causing them to branch. This 
prevents long ‘‘weepy”’ canes. In spring trim branches 
on canes back to 8 to 10 inches, and long ''weepy”’ canes 
back to 3% feet.
